New Law Removes 
Limit On Mayor's Pay 


On November 18, the last 
day of the fourth special ses- 
sion of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, a bill passed removing 
limits on the amount of salary 
that can be paid to mayors of 
small towns Previously a 
mayor in towns the size of 
Elba could only earn $400 a 
month 

The salary must be set 
by the city council at least 
Six months before an elec- 
tion This part of the law 
didn’t change. For example, 
if the Elba election is to be 
held on August 10. any sal- 
ary change from tne current 
$250 per month must be made 
by February 10

Of 
course no. But, that is exact 
ly what the Congress is doing 
with its bailout of New York 
City 

1 voted against this bailout 
for several reasons. First, it 
sets a dangerous precedent 
This bailovt demonstrates that 
Congress will reward a city 
that practices fiscal insanity, 
that allows its politicans to 
buy votes with government 
give-a-way schemes In the 
future, why should we not 
expect politicians inother cit- 
ies to engage in the same kind 
of reckless spending with an 
eye to Uncle Sam when the 
going gets tough? 


Second, the financial bail 
out of New Yo *k City does not 
cure the di ease, but only 
treats the ‘ymptom EX 
cessive spenuing is the prob- 
lem. For years New York has 
been spending and borrowing 
like a drunk with a credit 
card in a vain attempt to 
provide a grandiose style of 
living for all New Yorkers 
--to create a ‘Utopia’ where 
no one has to work if they 
don’t want to. As this great 
social experiment nears com- 
pletion it is a ‘‘success.’’ New 
York City now has the na- 
tion's highest welfare rates 
atid a high incidence of fraud, 
it has 13 municipal hospitals 
which are never more than 
a5 percent filled, free tuition 
for all regardless of quali- 
, fications at the City Univer-

sity of New York, one of the 
nation’s largest university 
systems, and an army of civil 
servants 10 percent of the 
work force -- the highest paid 
in the county, to watch over 
this paradise Obviously 
if New York City would correct 
some of these excesses there 
would be no need for federal 
aid 

Loss of individual freedom 
is another danger of this bail 
out. It disturbs the historic 
relationship between federal 
and city governments and puts 
the federal government in 
more direct control of our 
daily lives. Additionally, it is 
not morally right to require 
the people of Alabama and oth- 
er states to pay for the con- 
tinuing municipal orgy oftheir 
“rich’’ New York City cou 
sins, And, unless lam very 
mistaken, this will not be the 
last time New York comes to 
Washington with its hands out 

Finally, by bailing out New 
York City, the Congress has 
demonstrated its weakness for 
short-term politically exped- 
ient actions and has refused 
to let the lessons of profligate 
spending be learned. Natural 
laws of economics apply to 
governments just as they do 
to individuals and New York's 
fiscal crisis should bea warn- 
ing to those at the federal 
level who want to continue 
to deficit spend. Because Uncle 
Sam owns the printing press 
they day of reckoning has 


been postponed for the feder- 
al government, but for how 
long?

Another proposed “consumer law” has been introduced in 
Congress which sounds beneficial at first reading, but which 
could cost taxpayers billions of dollars and create a huge new 
bureaucracy. 

It’s called the Consumer Product Testing Act of 1975 and 
would empower the Federal Trade Commission to: 

¢ Subject every consumer product to mandatory federal 
test methods 

e Compel manufacturers to conform to these tests 

e Require suppliers and retailers to furnish test results to 
consumers and 

e Conduct its own tests to verify such results. 

This new federal scheme has nothing to do with public 
health and safety—already subject to myriad rules costing 
millions to administer. The idea here is that the bureaucrats 
will decide which product features are most important to 

@ buyers—and compel manufacturers to make them according 
to the standards. 

The biggest “catch” is that not all consumers want the same 
things in their products. A family of two doesn’t always want 
to pay for the same features needed by a family of six or cight. 
That's why products are made in different models, at differing 
prices. 

If the government gets into “testing,” look for standard 
products with standard quality, standard performance—and 
goodbye consumer choice. Goodbye, too, to lower-price prod- 
ucts for those who want them; goodbye to ingenious new

We stood as close tothe warm’ 
kitchen stove as possible using 
the big towel Mom gave us 
Clean bedclothes were put on 
and sometimes we sat by the 
stove until each of the child- 
ren were bathed. Usually we 
read a book or listened to the 
radio -- or both.

Credit Opportunity—It’s Come A Long Way 


By Willis W. Alexander

On Oct. 28, 19:75, an act 
of Congress formally decreed 
that all U.S. citizens both 
male and female should 
have equal access to credit 
opportunity 

The basic intent of the 
1974 Equal Credit Opportu- 
nity Act, which went into ef 
fect Oct. 28, 1975, is to make 
it unlawful for any creditor to 
discriminate against any appli 
cant for credit on the basis of 
sex or marital status in any 
credit transaction. The act and 
its regulations, completed by 
the Federal Reserve Board 12 
days earlier, apply to all banks, 
finance companies, credit card 
issuers, department stores and 
other major lenders 

Credit applicants 
know, however, that all of the 
provisions of the new law will 
not go into effect immediate 
ly. A transit 5n period has 
been built into many of them 
to allow for time-consuming 
changes that Will have to be 
made in printed forms, com- 
puter programming and staff 
education

dates, are these

@ When a husband and 
wife apply for a loan together,

® A creditor must count 
income received from alimony 
in determining eligibility for a 
loan as long as the payments 
are likely to be made consist- 
ently, effective Nov, 30,1975. 

® When requested by an 
applicant, creditors must pro- 
vide the reasons for terminat- 
ing or denying credit. This 
may be done either verbally or 
in writing, effective Jan, 31, 
1976. 

® Yo provide a credit his- 
tory for women, :information 
given to credit reporting agen- 
cies will have to be given inthe 
names of both the husband 
ani the wife, effective Nov. 1, 
1976. 

In addition, the act pro 
vides that individuals who feel 
they have been discriminated 
against may file suit in federal 
court tor damages of up to 
$10,000 

All of this is not to say, 
however, that everyone who 
applies for credit in the future 
will automatically receive it. 
While the Equal Credit Oppor 
funity Act provides for equal 
access to credit, it also pre- 
serves the lender's ability to 
distinguish, in his or her own 
judgment, between applicants 
who are creditworthy and 
those who are not

He also plants Abruzzi rye 
for winter grazing after corn 
and peanuts are harvested 
from the land. For temporary 
summer grazing, he plants 
about 20 acres of Sudan as 
a fill-in for his herd. 

When fertilizing and lim- 
ing, he follows soil test re- 
commendations. 

Grimes .makes a special 
effort to make sure that all 
of his peanut land is planted 
in rye the preceding fall. He 
Says “I do a good job of fert- 
ilizing the rye in the fall 
and hope in the spring when 
I get ready to plant peanuts 
that the soil fertility level 
will still be medium or high.” 

And Grimes doesn’t test 
the soil for fertility only. He 
also sends samples to the 
Nematode Analysis Laboratory 
at Auburn University. 

To control weeds on peanuts, 
he incorporates Balan before 
planting. At planting he treats 
with Thimet to contro! thrips 
and other sucking insects that 
attack the young seedling 
plants. 

He makes an application of 
Di-nitro and Toxaphene as the 
peanuts begin to crack the 
ground for weed and thrip con- 
trol. 

He usually makes one ap- 
plication of Butoxone for 
broadleaf control later in the 
season.

July 4, 1777, a month after 
Congress passed the resolu- 
tion authorizing the adop- 
tion of our national Stars 
and Stripes. 

Captain John Paul Jones, 
the newly appointed com- 
mander of the ‘“‘Ranger,”’ re- 
ceived and raised the flag 
with appropriate ceremony 
aboard the ship in commem- 
oration of the first anniversa- 
ry of the signing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, 

Several young ladies 
from Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, held a flag- 
making bee to fashion the 
huge national flag special- 
ly for the popular Captain 
Jones, 

The pompous ceremony, 
with Captain Jones hoist- 
ing ‘Old Glory”’ in the pres- 
ence of the young ladies and 
his crew, is elegantly por- 
trayed in an oil painting 
by F.C. Yohn entitled the’ 
“First Stars and Stripes on 
the Ocean,”’ It is part of-an 
art collection owned by 
The Continental Insurance 
Companies. 

In November of 1777, 
Captain Jones sailed for 
France with news of Gen- 
eral Burgoyne’s surrender.

The Elba Light and Water 
Board met at noon Monday ina 
meeting postponed from the 
previous Tuesday night. The 
meeting was routine. 

Chairman Charles Hayes Ill 
reported that the auditor had 
indicated the Board was ingood 
condition relative to bonded 
indebtedness, and he would 
present a detailed report on 
this at the January meeting. 

Hayes pointed out to the 
members that as usual during 
this time of the year, the Board 
operated at a deficit, with a 
$5,347.85 loss. He explained 
that power use drops in winter 
but operating expenses remain 
almost the same. The Decem- 
ber 12 financial statement of 
the board indicated a utility 


billing of $70,245,99 and ex-“ 


penses of $75,593.84. Of this 
expense the power bill (elec- 
tricity purchased) totaled 
$46,763.96. 

The Board was also given 
a list of delinquent accounts 
that totaled only $204.74 from 
November. A list of inactive 
accounts (users moved) had a 
$530.05 balance due, but de- 
posits had not been applied 
to these. 

An estimate of the cost of 
providing power to the new 
National Guard Armory is 
being prepared and installa- 
tion is expected to cost about 
$12,000. The Board also dis- 
cussed low voltage to several 
areas of the city and stressed 
the urgency of the quarter- 
million dollar upgrading ofthe 
system that is on the drawing 
boards.

School Cuts 
Teaching Staff 
By One 


This newspaper has received 
a number of complaints from 
concerned parents in regardto 
the combining of some fourth 
grade classes at the Elba El- 
ementary School recently. The 
complaints prompted a call to 
Superintendent Elmer Taylor 
and a request for an explana- 
tion. 

Taylor said a teacher in 
the kindergarten had resigned 
and since there were five fourth 
grade teachers instructing 15 
students, it was felt that this 
was the move to make. 

He further explained how the 
number ofteachers are arrived 
at and why itis sometimes in- 
correct. The State Department 
of Education sends out an es- 
timated number of teacher 
units allowed based on past en- 
roliment and anticipated legis- 
lative action. According to the 
the estimate Elba would have 
kindergarten teachers but the 
legislature did not fund the 
kindergarten program, there- 
fore, the system was over- 
staffed as far as state funds 
were concerned. Before the 
education bills passed the leg- 
islature, school had started 
with the kindergarten program 
included. Last week a kinder- 
garten teacher resigned and 
since the system was over- 
staffed, Taylor decided to 
transfer one ofthe fourth grade 
teachers to the kindergarten 
program. He said that the 
fourth grade classes are still 
not overfilled andthe reduction 
in teacher units due to the re- 
signation was a blessing to the 
budget, strained by the failure 
of the funding of the kinder- 
garten program. 

The system lost a teacher 


in the Middle School earlier 


this year through a resignation 
and this teacher was not re-» 
placed either. Taylor said a 
Title 1 teacher at the Elemen- 
tary school was transfered to 
the position because of a cut 
in federal funds for Title 1. 


Two Youths Are 
Arrested On Drug 
Charges At School 


Last Thursday Elba police 
arrested two Elba High School 
students and charged them with 
drug possession. The officers 
went to the school with war- 
rants to search one youth’s 
car and happened to see sus- 
pected drugs in a car parked 
next to the one being searched. 
A check revealed that it was 
marijuana and both youths were 
arrested and later released on 
bonds. 

One of the boys was later 
charged with selling drugs. 
The charges were based on 
previous evidence collected by 
police officers, according .to 
statements made by the ar- 
resting officers. 

The case of possession on 
one of the youths will be tried 
in city court, as it is his 
first offense. The other youth 
has a previous conviction, ac- 
cording to officers, and the 
case will be bound over to 
Circuit Court. His case of 
selling drugs will automatic- 
ally be bound over to the 
higher court as a felony.

Votes Raise For Elected Officials 


Council Discusses City Limits Move 


The Elba City Council held 
its regular third Tuesday 
meeting on Tuesday night of 
this week. All members were 
present. 

The first item of busi- 
ness was to open bids on a 
new backhoe-equipped tractor 
for the street department. 
Three bids were received, with 
Jeffcoat Equipment Company 
of Dothan submitting the lowest 
bid of $13,034.00. Joe Money 
Machinery of Montgomery sub- 
mitted an alternate bid of 
$12,000, using a tractor that 
was a bit smaller than asked 
for on the specifications. Act- 
ion on the backhoe was tabled 
until the next meeting, and the 
bidders were asked to submit 
bids on a used road grader 
and a front-end loader. 

Recreation Director I. F. 
Dunaway reported to the coun- 
cil on the recreation depart- 
ment. With the assistance of 
the council he established the 
cost of using the skating rink 
“if and when we get our ska- 
tes”. The price will be $1.25 
using city skates and 50¢ using 
personal skates. 

Dunaway ‘reported on the 
success of the basketball lea- 
gue now playing at the Mul- 
berry gym. He said gate re- 
ceipts were $41.25 and the 
council instructed him toturn 
this money in to be deposited 
in the recreation fund. 

Dunaway reported he had a 
price of $64.95 on a tennis 
net; there were five leaks in 
the recreation building, and 
the flag pole needed repair- 
ing. Also he needed some 
work done on the baseball 
fields; the machines in the 
recreation building were worn 
out and needed replacing. A 
Dothan firm has suggested 
placing their machines in the 
building on a 50-50 sharing of 
receipts agreement. Also, the 
pool tables need repairing. He 
said the latest estimate of 
repairing the front of the build- 
ing where a teenage girl hit 
it with a car was $727.00. In- 
surance covered this damage, 
according to Dunaway. 


The South Central Mental 
Health Department in Anda- 
lusia sent a letter to the City 
and Director Wright will be 
asked to attend the next meet- 
ing. The City has had a dis- 
agreement with the mental 
health folks about the amount 
of help available to Elba peo- 
ple and the amount of funds 
requested from the city. 

The councilmen voted to 
increase the salary of coun- 
cilmen in the next administra- 
tion to $80 per month. Pre- 
sently they are receiving $60 
and the increase had to be made 
at least six months before 
the election. Councilman Ben 
Carpenter voted against the 
action. 

The mayor’s salary was 
increased from $250 to $350. 
As reported in last week's 
ELBA CLIPPER, a new law re- 
moves the ceiling on pay for 
mayors of small towns. In 
the past the $250 was the max- 
imum that could be paid under 
Alabama law. 

The council had been asked 
to establish a policy on Christ- 
mas gifts for city employees 
for future years, but no act- 
ion was taken on this. Sev- 
eral councilmen were opposed 
to the suggested graduated 
scale of bonus, and others 
didn’t feel the council should 
set a policy that would carry 
over a change of administra- 
tion. 

William Scarbrough was 
reappointed to a position on 
the Housing Authority. He is 
completing his first term and 
had told city officials he 
would serve again if asked. 

A letter from the Corp of 
Engineers on their inspect- 
ion of the levee was read and 
discussed. Councilman 
Charles Ellis made a motion 
that was seconded and passed 
instructing the street depart- 
ment to complete the work 
within 45 days, and that a let- 
ter be sent to the Corps not- 
ing the completion. Also a 
copy of the letter will be 
mailed to each councilman and 
the matter will be discussed 
at the first meeting after the 
45 days. 

Bills totaling $6686.67 were 
approved for payment after a 
discussion about some em- 
ployees still buying merchan- 
dise without purchase orders. 
The City Clerk was instructed 
to present no more bills Aor 
payment that did not have the 
purchase orders. “Just tell the 
employee to pay for it/him-

Retail Business Shows 


Decrease In County 


A recent issue of Alabama 
Business, published by the 
Center for Business and Ec- 
onomic Research at the Un- 
iversity of Alabama contained 
figures on retail sales in var- 
ious counties in the state in- 
cluding Coffee County for the 
period of January-September 
of 1975 compared with the same 
period in 1974. 

Coffee County reported a drop 
of 9.7 percent overall during 
this period. Leading the de- 
crease was eating places with 
a whopping 30.1 percent drop 
Building supplies and lumber 
sales dropped 15.4% reflect- 
ing the nationwide drop in con- 
struction. This was followed 
closely by a 13% drop in sales 
by gas stations, even though 
car sales were off only 8.8% 

Furniture sales dropped 11.6 
percent in the county. It is in- 
teresting to note that in Pike 
County there was a 17.3% drop 
in furniture and a big 22.9% 
drop in Covington, the only two 
adjoining counties with this 


figure available. 

While all these items were 
dropping, the hardware and 
farm implement business in- 
creased a tremendous 45%, the 
largest in the state, while most 
counties showed a drop in this 
category. General merchand- 
ise stores showed'a 20.8%, in- 
crease and grocery stores 
sales increased 18% during the 
period. Drug stores increased 
almost 5% and clothing stores 
about 4% 

Coffee County citizens spent 
$54,453,000 on retail pur- 
chases during this-period
